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Football 
teams in 
brawl quit 
the league 

TWO football teams charged 
with failing to control their 
players after a massive fight 
led to police being called, 
have quit the league. 

The Warley Premier 1 
league match between 
Tipton’s Ply vine Rangers 
and Oldbury’s Himley 
Hawks had to be abandoned 
when trouble flared at Victo¬ 
ria Park, Tipton. 

The FA had the power to 
suspend the teams but 
league secretary Peter Lowe 
said he had received emails 
from both of them confirm¬ 
ing immediate withdrawal. 

Hawks manager Daren 
Lashbrook resigned after 
the game, during which 
players and fans were 
injured. 

He said the team had been 
given an ultimatum by the 
league: quit or be kicked out. 

Plyvine manager Ashley 
Causer said a lack of support 
from the Birmingham FA, 
and Himley saying the fight 
was caused by racist abuse 
had prompted his team’s 
decision to quit. 

“Myself and my players do 
not want to be regarded as 
racists,” he said. 

A fierce tackle during the 
match on September 2, 
sparked angry exchanges. 
Plyvine say one of their 
players was kicked in the 
head. Himley say the trouble 
was caused by racial abuse 
from fans. 

Five players were charged 
with violent conduct. 

All points won against 
Plyvine and Hawks will be 
void. 

Parents face 
parking ban 

STAFF at Great Barr 
School, Aldridge Road, have 
met councillors and trans¬ 
port bosses to discuss ways 
of stopping parents parking 
inconsiderately near the 
school. 

There have been reports of 
parents leaving cars on the 
pavement while they drop 
off and collect their children.

But reports from resi¬ 
dents of youths loitering, as 
well as noise and vandalism 
on the Lost City estate have 
continued, so now police 
have applied for a dispersal 
order. 

The order could come into 
force as early as October 1. 
Sgt Steph Court said: “This 
gives us a bit more power.” 

Armed with the new 
orders, officers will be able 
to move on groups of two or 
more young people. 

Reece Cresswell, of Ocker 
Hill Road, and Sam Cress- 
well, of Solari Close, both 
aged 15, and 14-year-old 
Connor Jelfs, of Marsh 
Lane, West Bromwich, were 
handed anti-social behav¬ 
iour orders last month. 

They had subjected fami¬ 
lies in the area to torrents of 
verbal abuse, damaged 
buildings and sprayed graf¬ 
fiti. 

They were banned from 
streets including Highfield 
Road, Glebefields Road and 
St Marks Road for two years.

Bull terrier-type dogs 
have been spotted in Bear¬ 
wood Park recently and 
police and park bosses have 
launched an investigation. 

Bearwood councillor Bob 
Piper said there had been 
reports of fighting dogs 
being trained to attack trees 
in Warley Woods, and 
thought this had happened 
again. 

Writing on his online blog 
he said: “If you look at the 
photograph you will see the 
horrific damage that has 
been done. 

Historic 

“It is thought that this 
may have been done by a 
dog, let off the leash by a 
totally irresponsible owner. 

“There are historic trees 
in the park and this could 
result in damage to the point 
that they may need to be 
felled or have emergency 
treatment to make them 
safe - missing bark will 
result in rot.” 

There have been dog 
attacks on people in the 
Black Country in recent 
years and a Birmingham 
City Council report in March 
named West Bromwich and 
Halesowen in a list of eight 
hotspots for dog attacks in 
the region. Cases include 
nine-year-old Joshua Jones, 
who was bitten by a pit-bull 
type dog as he sat on a bench 
in Ratcliffe Park, West 
Bromwich, in May 2010.

LEISURE centres in Sandwell have 
had thousands more people pass 
through their doors in the past year 
thanks to the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds invested in them, a 
report has revealed. 

It comes as council chiefs pledge to 
press ahead with new leisure centre 
developments, despite government 
cuts. Tipton Sports Academy has 
seen a 49 per cent increase in gym 


usage with 9,489 visits. There were 
5,073 extra visits to fitness classes 
thanks to the £100,000 invested in 
the centre. 

The Sandwell Leisure Trust 
annual report also revealed that a 
£250,000 investment to extend the 
gym and create a fully air-condi¬ 
tioned dance and fitness studio at 
Haden Hill Leisure Centre, Cradley 
Heath, increased usage of the 


centre. The Langley Swimming 
Centre, in Oldbury had an addi¬ 
tional 15,305 attendances this year 
following the introduction of the 
new toning studio. 

The report also revealed the 
number of Leisure Pass Gold 
members pay a fee for all inclusive 
memberships at the Sandwell 
Centres was up by seven per cent on 
last year. It also stated the swim¬ 


ming instruction programme Swim 
School had generated an extra 1,764 
visits on the previous year. 

The report said: “Continuous 
investment is vital to protect these 
popular Sandwell assets. This helps 
to maintain and improve the quality 
of service for all our customers but 
also enhances our ability to increase 
active attendances, and generate 
revenue.”

A MAN said to be shy and timid, who saw “red 
mist” before driving his car into two other 
men in Smethwick, has been jailed for eight 
months. 

Mehboob Hussain had been arguing just moments earlier 
with Kutub Uddin and Zareef Zardary, along with several 
other men, in Sydenham Road on November 15 last year. 

Hussain then “flipped”, before jumping into his Fiat Sei- 
cento and ploughing into the group as they walked away 
from him, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard.

The court was told Mr 
Uddin suffered a suspected 
fractured knee, and Mr 
Zardary escaped with cuts 
and bruises.

“highly reckless”. 

The court previously 
heard there had been a 
private dispute between Mr 
Uddin and Hussain, aged 32, 
of Cambridge Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, and that was the 
reason the pair were 
arguing. 

Mr David Swinnerton, 
defending, told the court 
Hussain had been provoked. 

Assaulted 

Mr Swinnerton said: “He 
was assaulted and knocked 
to the floor. This was a man 
reacting in anger to what 
was done to him. He saw red 
mist. 

“Mr Hussain is described 
by his employers as a very 
timid, shy man.” 

A jury found Hussain not 
guilty of section 18 wound¬ 
ing after a trial last month. 
Instead he was found guilty 
of assault. 

He also previously admit¬ 
ted charges of dangerous 
driving and criminal 
damage. 

Judge Maxwell told 
Hussain: “I can’t see any 
other way than immediate 
imprisonment. It is totally 
impossible to suspend that.” 

Hussain was also banned 
from driving for two years.

The idea behind the removal of 
the sculpture is to help open up 
Duchess Parade and create more 
space for shoppers.

Plan for

A NEW private college 
which will eventually create 
30 jobs and cater for 800 
pupils has won planning per¬ 
mission from Sandwell 
Council. 

The decision means The Ice 
Academy can open a new 
facility at Church House in 
South Road. 

The scheme offering 
higher education for post 18- 
year-olds will breathe new 
life into the three-storey 
office block which was previ¬ 
ously used by Sandwell 
Homes. It is planned to open 
in November. 

The Leicester-based Ice 
Academy Education and 
Professional Development 
submitted the application to 
Sandwell Council, and plan¬ 
ning officers backed the 
scheme under delegated 
powers. 

Up to £300,000 is being 
spent revamping the site, 
which will eventually cater 
for 800 students. It will have 
about 30 members of staff. 

No changes will be needed 
to the structure of the build¬ 
ing. 

The college will be open 
for teaching from 9am to 
5pm Monday to Friday, and 
between 9am and noon on 
Saturday. 

It will also be open for 
administration between 
8am and 7pm Monday to 
Friday, and from 9am to 1pm 
on Saturdays.

Architects consider future of landmark

AN historic landmark hall 
could be transformed into a 
micro-brewery, museum or 
apartments under options 
being considered by specialist 
architects. 

New owners have issued a 
questionnaire to thousands of 
homes asking residents what 
they want to see Great Barr 
Hall become. 

Options for the hall, which 
stands near junction 7 of the 


M6, are listed in the question¬ 
naire by Lap worth Architects. 
Facilities that could be included 
are a gym, culture and arts 
centre, hotel, and a community 
centre. 

Any potential scheme is 
already being hailed the biggest 
restoration project in the area 
in the past five to 10 years. The- 
building has been empty since 
1978. 

Mike Lapworth, of Lapworth 


Architects, said: “We have had 
hundreds of replies back to the 
questionnaire. We have been 
overwhelmed by the response. 

“This is the first stage of a 
consultation on what residents 
want for the future of the hall. 

“Our aim is to create some¬ 
thing sustainable and it’s 
important we do what the local 
community want.” 

The action group aiming to 
preserve the hall - The Great 


Barr Hall Action Committee, 
supported by Beacon Action 
Group - initially criticised its 
new owners for not holding a 
public meeting on their plans. 

The new owners, a consor¬ 
tium of 10 local businessmen 
and professionals, have said a 
meeting will be held later. 

Over the years, the hall has 
been the victim of vandals, 
damp and dry rot. 


Residents win battle to 
save land from sell-off 


CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating after plans to 
sell a piece of copse land used by walkers 
were abandoned. 

Sandwell Council was considering selling Black Horse open 
space, off Woden Road North, in Wednesbury. 

The move was part of efforts to save £75 million over the 
next four years but angry residents launched the Friends of 
the Ten Acre Wood to fight it. For months they have been 
1 collecting names for a peti¬ 
tion and now their efforts 
have finally borne fruit. 

Sandwell Council has 
decided not to sell the site. 

Group member John 
Archer, 64, of Old Park 
Road, said: “It would have 
been a big loss if it had gone 
because a lot of people walk 
there regularly.” 


Victim’s 
funeral in 
Pakistan 


THE funeral of a man who 
was fatally injured in a car 
crash in Tipton will be held 
Pakistan, an inquest 
heard. 

Ahlack Rahman, aged 19, 
of Douglas Road, Dudley, 
died after being flung from a 
Vauxhall Corsa which 
crashed in Dudley Port 
Road, last Monday. 

The inquest into the 
death of the former sales 
assistant was held in Smeth¬ 
wick. Black Country 
Coroner Mr Robin Balmain, 
said: “It appears that Mr 
Rahman was a passenger in 
the vehicle involved in the 
collision. 

“He was ejected...and sus¬ 
tained fatal injuries. I will 
release the young man’s 
body for a funeral. I have 
received a written request 
from the undertakers to 
allow this young man’s body 
to be taken out of the 
country for a funeral.” 

The cause of death as 
given as internal bleeding. 
The case was adjourned to a 
date to be fixed. 

Mr Rahman’s uncle 
Choudhary Noor-Hussain 
said he was an incredibly 
brave young man. 


He added: “When we 
started the friends group we 
did not think we would get a 
result. We thought the deci¬ 
sion had already been made. 
Obviously we were wrong.” 

Residents living in Woden 
Road North, Old Park Road 
and Franchise Street argued 
the land was a vital area of 
green leisure space which 
would be lost if sold for 
development. 

Delighted 

Members organised 
tidy-up to bolster their case 
and more than 40 people 
signed a petition to save it. 

Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan said she was 
delighted for the residents. 

“They have worked really 
hard,” she said. “It’s great 
they have rallied together. 
It’s such a beautiful area.” 

Cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
Councillor Ian Jones con¬ 
firmed the U-turn. 

“The council was looking 
at various sites to develop 
but a number of people 
strongly objected to this par¬ 
ticular site being sold,” he 
said. “We listened to what 
they said and decided to 
keep it as a nature site.” 


Fire station work to disrupt parking

DRIVERS in Sandwell face months of 
parking disruption during the con¬ 
struction of this £3 million fire station. 

From October 1 to the end of Novem¬ 
ber and between March and April, 
users of the Haden Hill Leisure Centre, 
Cradley Heath, will have reduced 
parking. 

The overflow car park which is near 
the Municipal Buildings will be devel¬ 
oped as part of the fire station. But 
there will be three temporary car parks 
around town which can be used at peak 
times. 

Leisure centre bosses have said the 
new car park will be the first part of the 
development to be constructed, to ease 
the parking problems at the centre. 

Some leisure centre users already 
use the surrounding streets to park on, 
and it is feared the problem will get 
worse during the car park closure. 

The eight-week demolition is due to 
start on October 1, and from that point

the already busy overflow car park at 
the Barrs Road centre will be out of use. 
The car park will reopen at the end of 
November, but close again in March 
until the end of April when the con¬ 
struction work of the new car park will 
take place. 

During these periods motorists will 
be asked to park at Haden Hill House, 
Haden Hill Park and at Old Hill Tennis 
Club. 

Users of the leisure centre will be 
issued with temporary authorised 
parking permits which they can display 


in their cars while they are using these 
car parks. 

Parking at the temporary car parks 
will be available from 4pm to 10pm 
Monday to Friday, and 8am to 1pm on 
Saturday and all day on Sunday. 

Artist impressions of the new fire 
station in Barrs Road, were put on 
display at Haden Hill Leisure Centre. 

The fire station will have a glass 
fronted reception area. It will be home 
to one engine but will have three bays 
for other fire service vehicles. 

It will have rooms for community use 
and for the Young Firefighters’ Associ¬ 
ation. 

The engines will enter and exit via 
Halesowen Road, with traffic signals 
making that safe. 

Some residents looking at the plans 
welcomed the scheme while others still 
had concerns. Roger King, aged 60, 
from nearby Beauty Bank, said: “We 
are worried about the noise.”

Town built on sausages and steel 


THE “pedigree” for a genuine Brierley Hill 
person used to be that their dad worked 
down the steelworks, while their mum was 
making sausages. 

That’s according to 
veteran Black Country 
author and historian Ned 
Williams, who lives in 
Wolverhampton. 

Ned and fellow 
members of the Mount 
Pleasant Local History 
Group, Quarry Bank have 
now produced a book 
called Brierley Hill at 
Work, featuring more than 
200 photographs of the old 
industries that provided 
the bread and butter of 
most people in the town. 

Many of them are of 
workers at Round Oak 
Steelworks, which 

sprawled across the area 
now occupied by the giant 
Author Ned Williams Merry Hill shopping

centre and employed more than 4,000, and sausage making 
factory Marsh & Baxter, where more than 1,000 were 
employed. 

Other companies included in the 128-page paperback 
book include Richard Thomas and Baldwin, the steel 
processor, which was in Brockmoor and provided jobs for 
nearly 1,000 people. 

Brierley Hill Market traders also star in the book, along 
with shopkeepers, local police, fire and transport staff. 

Vanished 

“As we worked on the book it became obvious that Brier¬ 
ley Hill is one of those places almost totally defined by the 
work that used to go on there - even though many of those 
industries have vanished,” said Ned, aged 68, a tutor 
organiser for Wolverhampton’s Workers Educational Asso¬ 
ciation. 

“The town is still associated with Round Oak Steelworks 
and Marsh & Baxter - and a proper Brierley Hill pedigree 
had dad down the steelworks and mum making sausages, 
with a few examples of gender reversal. Of all the towns 
I’ve looked at, I have never found one more obsessed with 
the work it used to do. ” 

He added: “If you look at Brierley Hill now, I would say 
it is dominated by retailing - but the market traders are 


still there, some of whom have been on their stalls for 50 
years, to give an idea of the tradition passed on. ” 

The book’s cover features a photograph of men working 
on a locomotive as part of the railway system that used to 
carry raw materials and steel around the Round Oak 
works, which closed in 1980 after 140 years in the town. 

Ned said the history group members had been keen to 
show some of the support work that used to go on in the 
main industries of Brierley Hill - so the Round Oak photo¬ 
graphs highlight the jobs of chemists, draftsmen and engi¬ 
neers as well as those sweating it out by the furnaces. 

Marsh & Baxter, which was between North Street and 
Church Street and had an underground tunnel where the 
pigs used to walk to be slaughtered, started in the town in 
1871 and sold out to FMC - the Fatstock Meat Corporation 
- in the 1960s. 

Photographs from the old sausage factory show workers 
ranging from the slaughtermen to girls dressed in crisp 
white uniforms making pies and sausages. 

Brierley Hill at Work is part of the Britain in Old Photo¬ 
graphs series produced by The History Press.

MORE than 200 signatures 
have been gathered for a peti¬ 
tion calling for a two-year ban 
on fishing to be lifted at a Black 
Country beauty spot. 

Angling was prohibited when commu¬ 
nity groups claimed two ducks died at 
The Leasowes in Halesowen after getting 
caught up in fishing lines. 

There were also claims that vegetation 
was being ruined. But anglers, led by 
Paul Thomas, are fighting the ban. 

He says responsible anglers who have 
used the park’s pool for decades are being 
punished unfairly. And he is gathering 
evidence which he says proves fishing is 
not damaging the site. 

Retired teacher Mr Thomas, aged 64, 
has fished at the Leasowes for 30 years 
and says Dudley Council has not provided 
him with adequate reasons for the ban. 

Mr Thomas, of Chestnut Road, 
Oldbury, said: “People are now having to 
travel to Birmingham, Himley or Fens 
Pool in Brierley Hill, when they haven’t 
done anything wrong. 

“We have put together a proposal for 
re-opening the pool to fishing for 18 
months and we have the proof to back it 
up. But it just feels like you are banging 
your head against a brick wall.” 

Councillor Tracy Wood, cabinet 
member for environment and culture, 
said: “We will be considering our options. 
As a council we want to support all users 
of the park.”

Concerns 
over NHS 
'zero-hour' 
contracts 


THOUSANDS of NHS staff in the region are 
working on “zero-hour” contracts, prompting 
fears about continuity of care. 

The contracts mean medical staff are on call but have no 
guarantee of employment, pay or any employment rights. 

The NHS has used this kind of working to cover low 
skilled jobs, but figures show that nationally, increasing 


numbers of medical staff are 
being employed this way, 
covering annual leave, 
maternity leave, sickness 
and short-term vacancies. 

Labour shadow health sec¬ 
retary Andy Burnham has 
criticised these contracts and 
described it as the “casuali- 
sation” of the health service. 

Casual 

It has also prompted fears 
there may be a situation 
where a hospital trust 
cannot gather together 
enough staff for shifts 
because they are working 
elsewhere, or are put off by 
the casual contract. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham NHS Trust has 
2,227 staff on this system, of 
which 1,572 are nurses and 
healthcare assistants. 

At Walsall NHS Trust 
there are 1,612 people on

zero hour contracts and of 
those 45 are medical staff. 

At Dudley NHS Trust, 
which runs Russells Hall 
Hospital, there are 3,059 
people employed in the staff 
bank. 

Margot Johnson, from 
Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust said there 
were 435 bank staff on zero- 
hour contracts, some of 
them being medical staff 
and both qualified and 
unqualified nursing staff. 

Jackie Dietrich, from the 
Dudley Group, said: 
“Ensuring our patients 
receive the best possible 
care from highly-skilled 
staff is a top priority, which 
is why we have our own staff 
bank.”

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Council wins decision 
in compensation claim

SANDWELL Council has 
avoided a compensation claim 
from contractors who built a 
£22 million underpass in 
Tipton. 

The underpass - the Owen Street 
Relief Road under the West Coast Main 
Line - which residents have dubbed the 
Tipton Tunnel, opened more than two 
months behind schedule in February 
2010. 

The contractors BAM Nuttall Ltd 
claim they were not made aware of what 
they had to do for Network Rail during 
the scheme. 

They lodged a claim to reimburse 
their costs from the council but an adju¬ 
dicator has ruled in favour of the local 
authority. 

As BAM Nuttall can appeal, council 
chiefs have refused to reveal the size of 
the original claim lodged against them. 
Bosses said it would be inappropriate to 
comment as it could prejudice the 
outcome of the case. 

Significant 

A report in the council’s statement of 
accounts said: “The construction works 
finished in February 2010. 

However, during this phase, a 
number of contractual incidents were 
raised by the parties to the contract, and 
a number of compensation events 
remain unresolved. The significant 
issues related to the contractors’ obliga¬ 
tions with regard to Network Rail, and 
as such the contractor has submitted a 
number of compensation events to the 
council. On 4 May 2012 an adjudicator’s 
decision ruled in favour of the council. 

“However, BAM Nuttall Ltd have the 
right to refer the matter to arbitration. 

“It is not yet known whether the 
referring party will proceed to this 
stage.” 

Bam Nuttall declined to comment.

when Red Card Roy made 
the beautiful game ugly 


IN the 1970s English 
football produced 
someone better than 
George Best. 

Roy McDonough was not a 
better player but, when it 
came to women and drink¬ 
ing, he was in a different 
league. 

Now, in Red Card Roy 
(Vision Sports Publish¬ 
ing, £12.99), he is telling 
the story of his life in foot¬ 
ball.

He omi¬ 
nously got sent off when he 
was playing in the Birming¬ 
ham Schools’ Cup Final. He 
lost it and throttled the 
referee. A six-month suspen¬ 
sion followed. 

This was a taste of things 
to come as hard man McDo¬ 
nough went on to set an 
English record for being 
sent off 22 times during a 20- 
year career spanning seven 
league clubs, 650 games, 150 
goals, 400 women and thou¬ 
sands of pints. 

He received his first 
setback when Aston Villa 
decided he was not good 
enough. His dad, Jim, got 
him in at Birmingham City. 

In 1977 aged 18, he scored 
in his second game for the 
Blues. It would prove to be 
his only one. Roy never got

another chance in the first 
team. 

He was sold to Third Divi¬ 
sion Walsall for £15,000 and 
thought he could be out 
drinking 10 pints a night and 
still be a star, but Walsall 
were relegated. 

The book tells of McDo¬ 
nough’s run-ins with 
manager Alan Buckley and 
the fans. 

Surprisingly, Chelsea 
moved in and signed him for 
£30,000 but he never played 
a first team game. 


He wandered between 
lower league clubs, achieving 
cult status at Colchester and 
Southend. He was a man who 
drank up to 30 pints a night 
and his favourite trick was 
hanging upside down and 
sinking a pint in seven 
seconds. 

Red Card Roy is a riotous 
read filled with the kind of 
trivia fans love. He tells who 
was the hardest defender he 
ever faced, who was the 
toughest man he played 
alongside and also fires a 


volley at ex-Wolves boss Mick 
McCarthy. 

But for all his escapades, 
McDonough’s book is ulti¬ 
mately a story of love and 
redemption. There are five 
main characters: McDo¬ 
nough, football, alcohol, his 
dad and wife Liz. 

McDonough is now 53 and 
happily settled in Spain. His 
legendary drinking is over 
but he will still have a bottle 
of wine with a meal. Cheers, 
Roy.

Dylan's Titanic epic 

ALBUM 

Bob Dylan - Tempest 

IN OLD age 1960s icon Bob Dylan has hit fine form, 
provided you can take the gravitas of a gravel voice 
that sounds as old as a fossil. 

Dylan and his faultless band have a sound that is 
steeped in the old time music of America, from blues 
and folk to waltzes and murder ballads. 

Much has been made of the title - The Tempest 
was Shakespeare’s last play - but the long title track 
is a description of the sinking of The Titanic, which 
seems to blend fact, fancy and movie fiction. Is that 
Leonardo DiCaprio or Da Vinci getting a name 
check? 

Now Johnny Cash has gone, nobody is better than 
Dylan at fire and brimstone, and lots of his charac¬ 
ters in these songs are bound for hell. He dips his pen 
in poison and spits out memorably venomous lines in 
Narrow Way and Pay In Blood. However, there is 
often an element of wry humour. 

The legend remains a part-time genius. The lyrics 
of John Lennon tribute Roll On John, though heart¬ 
felt, are rather clumsy and obvious. But Dylan can be 
forgiven when he produces a track like Early Roman 
Kings, an allegorical critique delivered to a blistering 
revision of a Muddy Waters blues grind. Or the com¬ 
pelling old west love triangle ballad Tin Angel. Bob Dylan - death, disaster and 
Leon Burakowski DiCaprio on his mind

A £200,000 expansion of a 
brewery has been delayed until 
next month and production will 
not begin until early in 2013, 
bosses have said. 

Holden’s Brewery was given the go-ahead 
to build a three-storey extension at its prem¬ 
ises in George Street, Woodsetton, in July. It 
will allow production to be stepped up from 
50,000 to 75,000 pints per week and will 
include a 70,000 pint storage tank and two 
fermenting vessels. 

Bosses had planned to start work soon 
after being granted permission with the 
expanded site up-and-running by next 
month or November. 

But they have announced building work 
would not begin until October 1 with the 
scheme scheduled for completion in late 
December. Production at the expansion will 
then begin early in the New Year. The exist¬ 
ing site will remain open while the building 
work takes place. 

Bosses said the delay had stemmed from 
the scheme being changed from a two-storey 
to a three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden said: 
“Although the council gave us permission 
for the three-storey extension we have had 
to complete other regulatory work to accom¬ 
modate the change. 

“This has caused a slight delay but every¬ 
thing is now on target and work on the 
extension will begin at the start of October. 
Production will begin very early next year 
and we are looking forward to getting 
started.”

Backing for

NEIGHBOURHOOD chiefs 
in Sandwell have backed a

In response the council 
informed them of the bene¬ 
fits of the scheme, including 
why that particular site had 
been chosen. 

Work will include speed 
reduction features such as 
speed ramps, speed tables, 
kerbing, drainage and 
footway surfacing on Green- 
side Way, Woodruff Way and 
Orchard Way. 

The project will be funded 
by the West Midlands Local 
Transport Plan allocation 
for 2012/13.

The government has 
banned changes for the 
5,000 pensioners in receipt 
of the benefit meaning that 
the council must reduce pay¬ 
ments to working age 
claimants - with some likely 
to see a significant reduction 
in the financial support they 
get to pay their council tax. 

The amounts different 
people pay vary based on cir¬ 
cumstances but some people 
could find themselves 
paying more than £22 a 
week more. 

The roadshow was due to 


be held yesterday (Wed) at 
Wombourne Civic Centre. 

A number of councillors 
have already stressed the 
need to protect the area’s 
most financially vulnerable 
residents. 

Councillor Roy Wright, 
Cabinet Member for Direct 
Services at South Stafford¬ 
shire Council said: “The 
reality is, after next April, 
we’ll have 10 per cent less in 
our budget to support people 
who need help paying their 
council tax.

Nigella returns to dish 
up another tasty treat 


S he’s been off our screens for 
a while now, but it’s probably 
fair to say that Nigella Lawson 
has inspired a whole new 
generation of eager cooks - 
whether they would be mostly of 
the male variety because of her, 
shall we say, descriptive methods 
of demonstration is purely 
speculation - but however she’s 
done it, the Beeb’s number one 
food lady is a wealth of knowledge 
when it comes to all things tasty. 

Through her endless well- 
thought-out telly offerings and a 
number of recipe books over the 
years, Nigella has given us reason 
to stop cowering behind our 
cheesecake when meal-time 
conversation inevitably turns to who 
will be the next poor soul to host 
festivities. 

This time around, in Nigellissima 
(Monday, BBC2,8.30pm), the 
cook is presenting a guide to Italian 
cuisine, keen to demonstrate how 
traditional and exciting meals 
needn’t be a chore to knock up, and 
can actually use ingredients that 


are widely available in most 
supermarkets. It seems like we’re 
fast running out of excuses for 
slobbing out on the sofa and 
ordering takeaways. 

The kitchen set in which she will 
be working her magic has been 
purposely built and modelled 
entirely on her own kitchen at 
home, so she’s bound to be a dab- 
hand, right? Not that that was ever 
in doubt. 

She recently explained, on her 
website blog, the reasons for 
building a replica kitchen for the 
programme, rather than simply 
using her own; “I love my new 
kitchen and would have loved to 
film in it. But with one child doing 
GCSEs, another AS exams and yet 
another A-levels, it would not have 
been a good idea - or even 
possible. So we built a copy of my 
kitchen on set and it feels just like 
home.” 

That’s just as well because Nigella 
prides herself on her home-cooking 
being suitable for bringing together 
even the busiest of families. 


But what has inspired her to 
choose Italian food to base this 
latest series around? This isn’t 
Nigella’s first taste of the country, 
as she explains: “When I went to 
live in Italy when young, I said I’d 
do anything but clean lavatories; as 
a chambermaid in Florence, that is 
what I ended up doing! But I also 
learned about real Italian food, and 
by the time I’d left I had found my 
spiritual and gastronomic home. 

“I wanted to make a series of my 
sort of Italian food, inspired by the 
ethos and the ingredients, but fused 
with the way we live our lives, here, 
in the UK. I care about ease and 
accessibility, but I care most about 
passion and taste - and it is these 
crucial Italian factors I want to bring 
to the table and the television!” 

And first up on the menu is 
Sicilian pasta with tomatoes, garlic 
and almonds, a family feast of 
tagliata and Tuscan fries, and a 
fiery egg dish designed for late- 
night parties... so good we can 
almost taste it.

With a wealth of experience obtained in the development 
of three full hybrid diesel models in the Peugeot range (3008 
HYbrid4,508 RXH and 508 Saloon HYbrid4), the engineers, 
in their unceasing work to develop this technology, have 
identified aspects that introduce further optimisation. 

Savings 

New management software for the engines, including a 
number of improvements, has been developed. These 
changes, which optimise the phases of energy recovery and 
the management of the batteries, allowed new savings to be 
made in C02 emissions and fuel consumption. These bene¬ 
fits are most marked in an urban driving environment. 

The 3008 HYbrid4 is now type-approved on the combined 
cycle at 91g/km and the potential for 80.7mpg for the 
version fitted with very low rolling resistance Energy 
Saving 16” tyres. The models fitted with other tyre sizes 
(16in M+S (‘Mud & Snow’), 17in or 18in) also see their C02 
emissions reduced to 99g/km. 

For company car users and operators, the three HYbrid4 
models offer very attractive advantages, benefiting from 
the best possible environmental and fiscal position. Quite 
apart from the on-demand driving modes (ZEY 4WD, Auto 
and Sport), plus good fuel economy and low emissions, 
HYbrid4 vehicles also benefit from low BIK (Benefit In 
Kind) taxation (10 per cent on 3008 HYbrid4 and 508 
Saloon HYbrid4, 12 per cent on 508 RXH) and for compa¬ 
nies the vehicles attract 100 per cent Capital Write Down 
Allowance in the first year.

Peter is a puzzle for 
boss as Baggies fall

BAGGIES boss Steve Clarke now 
knows all about defeat as a boss. 

And he’s also encountered an enduring 
conundrum for Albion gaffers. 

How to solve a problem like Peter is a 
riddle that occupied the minds of Roberto Di 
Matteo and Roy Hodgson during their time 
at The Hawthorns, writes Steve Madeley. 

After Peter Odemwingie’s moment of 
idiocy left his Baggies side powerless to stem 
the Fulham tide, Clarke will be in no doubt 
that, for all the striker’s intelligent charm 
and match-winning potency, he can be a 
high-maintenance character to manage. For 
a man so bright, likable and exciting, 
Odemwingie possesses a capacity for daft¬ 
ness that is difficult to fathom. 

As he reflected on a vexed afternoon at 
Craven Cottage, Clarke was the latest man 
left to ponder how to best utilise a man 
capable of thrilling and frustrating in 
almost equal measure. 

Indiscretion 

While Saturday’s indiscretion was the 
first offence of violence on his Albion record, 
Odemwingie’s fragile state of mind often 
caused Di Matteo and Hodgson to scratch 
their heads just as Clarke was doubtless 
doing at the weekend. 

His vicious kick at Sascha Riether six 
minutes before half-time gave referee Roger 
East with no alternative but to brandish a 
red card. 

And it left his team-mates and boss to con¬ 
template not just the match that they lost in 
the West London sunshine, but also the 
game that might have unfolded had Albion’s 
most prolific goalscorer of the Premier 
League era retained his cool. 

A Fulham side inspired by the sublime 
coaxing of home debutant Dimitar Berbatov 
might well have proved an irresistible force 
even for an Albion side with a full comple¬ 
ment of players. The frustration for Clarke 
and his players is that they never got the 


opportunity to find out with Odemwingie’s 
dismissal proving to be the moment that 
turned the game the Cottagers’ way. 

By the time the Baggies striker reacted to 
Riether nipping at his ankles by hacking at 
the German’s nether regions, Clarke’s side 
were already 1-0 down thanks to a goal from 
the best player on view with Berbatov 
bending home a 15-yard shot after a tricky 
run from Alexander Kacaniklic. 

And with that dangerous duo a constant 
thorn in Albion’s side along with the eye¬ 
catching right-flank duo of Riether and 
Damien Duff, Clarke’s men were clearly 
second favourites by the time Odemwingie 
took the long walk back to the tunnel. 

The Baggies were flat compared to their 
revious three Premier League games. They 
ad surrendered too much ground to Martin 
Jol’s fired-up team. Yet they were still in 
touch with enough moments of promise to 


suggest that, given a fair wind, they could 
trouble their hosts. 

James Morrison had stung the hands of 
home keeper Mark Schwarzer with a fine 
lOth-minute shot and only a key intercep¬ 
tion by Brede Hangeland had denied Shane 
Long a tap-in before Kacaniklic and Berba¬ 
tov combined for the opener. Hangeland 
blocked again to thwart Jonas Olsson in a 
goalmouth scramble. 

Odemwingie pressed the self-destruct 
button when he lashed out inexplicably at 
Riether and Billy Jones was caught in the 
blast as he fouled Kacaniklic clumsily in 
stoppage-time with Berbatov converting the 
penalty to all but end the game as a contest. 

All that remained for Clarke to hope for 
was a response of spirit and character from 
his squad and, typically, it came as they 
refused to cave in during the second half 
despite the knowledge that their cause was 


pretty hopeless. They struggled to land a 
meaningful blow on their hosts after the 
interval but they refused to stay on the 
canvas with Ben Foster especially impres¬ 
sive, making a string of smart saves to 
prevent more serious damage. 

Only after 89 minutes and a couple of half- 
chances for an Albion consolation did 
Fulham breach the Baggies’ defences for a 
third time as they struck on the break with 
Pajtim Kasami’s cross-shot parried by 
Foster and Rodallega’s header striking the 
post before Steve Sidwell swivelled to blast 
home the final goal. 

It left Clarke to experience a new set of 
emotions as his unbeaten start to life at the 
helm was brought to an end in his fifth 
game. And it gave the Albion boss a dual 
challenge for the days ahead - rallying his 
troops, and dealing with the Baggies’ 
biggest enigma.
